Two 
years have passed since the 
constitution... was approved, 
and ihe Consitutional Court 
has not been created. Obvi- 
ously, De Gasperi has no use 
for a court which might pro- 
claim the unconstitutjonality 
of laws he now employs to 
strengthen his power. 


Further, there are provi- 
sions for the breaking up of 
the large estates and for the 
distribution of land to landless 
farmers — & process similar 
to that carried out by Masaryk 
nm Coechosiovakia after the 
first World War. The govern- 
ment promised reforms when 
the farmers Degan seizing un- 
cultivated lands, but no action 
has yet been taken. 


New Fescist Party 


The constitution proclaimed 
that the fascist party was il- 
legal, whatever new form of 
name it might take. Today 
there is an openly fascist 
party in Italy called “Italian 
Secial Movement.” Not only 
does the government tolerate 
it, but sometimes even uses it 
im fighting the communists. 
Its members go about Rome 
shouting “Duce, Duce,” and

At the same time many former 
resistance fighters, tried for 
acts of war, were referred to 
ac murderers’ Most of them 
have been freed, but not be-

In such a political atmo- 
sphere it is not difficult for for- 
mer fascists to resume the po- 
sitions in the civil service and 
the press held under Musso- 
lini. 

These methods might ease 
De Gasperi's fight against the 
communists, but at the price 
of losing whatever little de- 
mocracy the partisans have se- 
cured for Italy.
